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RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR RESTRICTION

Sir: 

The Office m the Restriction Requirement dated October 12, 2006 has required a 
restriction to one of the following species of the claimed inventions: 
Species A: Figures 5A - 5K. 
Species B: Figures 10A- IOC. 
Species C: Figures 11 A - 1 1C 

Note that Species A above is not a species of the claimed invention - i.e. none of the claims 
read on Species A. Species A 7 Figures 5A-5K describes a process for forming a plurality of 
permanent magnets with two different north-south magnetic pole alignments which does not 
require the use of a heating step which is a requirement of Claims 1-36. Instead, in Figs. 5A-5K a 
soft magnetic material 36 is alternated with a plurality of rare-earth permanent magnets 18, with 
the soft magnetic material 36 being magnetized oppositely to the rare-earth permanent magnets 
18 by the magnetic field of the rare-earth permanent magnets 18. This is disclosed in lines 2-2 1 on 
page 18. 

Applicants respectfully submit that species B and C above are the only species of the 
claimed invention. Claims 1-5, 7-12, 17-24, 26-28 and 31 are generic to Species B and C above. 
In view of the large number of generic claims Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of 

the Restriction Requirement. 
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In response to the requirement for election of a single disclosed species of the claimed 
invention for examination, Applicants hereby elect with traverse to prosecute Species C: Figures 
11A - 11C. Claims 1-12, 14-28, 30-36 read on Species G Note also that Claims 1-5, 7-13, 17-24, 
26-29 and 31-36 read on Species B. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Restriction Requirement since the Office has not 
provided any reason for insisting on the Restriction Requirement, and has not shown that the 
above species are independent and distinct inventions. Applicants respectfully submit that a 
search and examination of the entire application can be made without serious burden on the 
Office (MPEP 803), especially in view of the large number of generic claims. 

It is submitted that this constitutes a complete response to the Requirement for Restriction.
